Dear Mayor Bloomberg: 

As you know, the New York State Assembly led the fight to restore' funds for 
New York City schools in this year's state budget. Tills was done with the hope that the 
additional funds would be used to keep programs open and teachers in classrooms. . The 
projections in your Executive 2012 Financial Plan show an increase of $205 million in 
revenues from State Categorical Grants since February. There appeal's,, however, to be no 
restoration of these funds to classroom programs and teachers. Instead, between 
February and May, there was a reduction by $207 million itx city funds committed to the 
Department of Education. It would appear that, instead of using the additional state funds 
to restore classroom, cuts, these state dollars were used to supplant city funds. 

The Department of Education's initial estimates projected cutting 6000 teachers 
through a combination of iayoffs and attrition. If implemented., these cuts will 
signi ficantly reduce the quality of education in many of our schools. Some of the areas 
that will be hardest hit can be seen in the magnitude of teacher cuts you have projected in 
different subject areas and grade levels, including: 

• 19% of career and technology teachers, 

• 15% each of art, music and other performing arts, physical education, library and 
reading teachers, 

s 9% of elementary and early childhood teachers,, and 

• 9% of social studies teachers. 

We insist that all additional state dollars be committed to the classroom in the 
form of restored teachers and programs. The total cost reduction you are projecting as a 
result of eliminating 6000 teachers from the classroom is $350 million. It would seem 
that almost 60% of these cuts could be restored by committing to use the $205 million of 
state funds to classroom restorations. 

The classroom is the key to our children's education, Children must be our 
priority for these state funds. Thank you for your consideration and review. We look 
forward to working with you on this very important issue.
